Inc. v. Karsten Manufacturing Corporation, No. 99 C 6934, 
U.S. District Court for the Northern District of Illinois, 
Eastern Division. Most of the patents and publications 
cited above were cited as prior art in this Vardon v. 
Karsten case, and the remaining were found in a search con- 
ducted by the applicant in the Fall of 1997, which was a 
general state-of-the-art search. 

Under the provisions of 37 CFR 1.98(3) (i), the 
Patent Owner states that the relevance of each of these 
documents is that they show golf club heads with ferrules 
surrounding the hosel at the lower end of the shaft mounted 
in the hosel. Since most of these documents were cited by 
Karsten 's attorneys in the above case, and they have not, as 
yet, explained what they believe to be the relevance of any 
of these references, the Patent Owner cannot provide the 
Patent Office with an explanation of the relevance of each 
as presently understood by the Patent Owner. 

Furthermore, the Patent Owner states in further 
explanation under 37 CFR 1.98(3) (i), that none of the docu- 
ments listed above is believed by the Patent Owner more per- 
tinent to the invention than one or more of the following 
patents and publications cited during the prosecution of 
U.S. Patent Nos. 5,938,541 and 5,938,541.
